But if it 
be thy pleaſure to encreaſe my arefe, 
giue me then J molt inſtantly beſeech 
thee. the gift of patience, graunt that 
theſe afflig ions ſ which thou haſt of fa- 
therlie loue ſent vnto me) map by thy 
grace turne to the aſſurannee, that 3 
am thy Chylde, Oz if thy fatherlie 
pittie be contented with this gentle 
chaſtiſement, wherewith thou dooſt 
nowe nurture mee (from lying ſtinck⸗ 
ing in my coꝛruptions) then let mee 
(by thy free grace and mercie ) re- 
ceaue at thy mercifull hande, caſe and 
quietneſſe againe , that J maye by thy 
grace 
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grace giue thi thankes foz bothe: that 
is, becauſe thon haſt moſt louinglie in 
mercie chaſtned me, thine vnp2ofitable 
ſeruaunt, 4 alſo take away the bytter⸗ 
nelle ot my affliction, with d ſweetneſs 
ok thy comſoꝛt, which is thy free grace, 
5 Oytie of all cõſolatid, which J beſeech 
the powꝛe into my heart, that I mape 
ſenſiblie feele the aboundant ritches of 
thy godnes powꝛed vpon me vndeſer⸗ 
ned, 4 moſk vnwozthy wzetch, that J 
may be the moze ſtrengthened thereby 

and in the greateſt conflicts may hope 
againſt hope, that whatſoeuer my out · 
ward ſenſes de imagine, yet p in ward 
feling of thy mercie may ſuperabound 
to the encreaſe of mp moꝛe then weake 
faith, but ſpeciallie foz thy honour and 
glozies ſake: ſo that finallie J may ſap 
with aint Paule, that nepther death 
no; lyfe,noz anguiſh, noꝛ perſecution, 
no: thinges pzeſent,noz to come, may 
remone mee from thy looue in Jeſus 
Chꝛiſte: Jn whoſe name J pꝛap, as he 
bath taught.

wer molt humblie here pꝛoſtrate our

vs daylie , and faſhion vs to the lyke⸗ 
neſſe of thy well beloned Sonne Jeſus 
Chailte our Lo2d: that in knowledge 
and true holineſſe, we may gloꝛiſie the 
befo:e the woꝛld, and by the fruites of 
godlyneſſe and righteouſneſſe , be allu⸗ 
red and made certaine ofthy ſpirit, and 
of the lone where with thou leueſt vs. 
Make vs thankfull, deare Father, foz 
the infinite and vnſpeakable benefifes 
of our Election to lyfe and everlaſting 
gloꝛie befoze all time, and foꝛ our crea- 
tion and redemption, and ſanctificatis, 
in tyme to bzing thy gloztous councell 
to paſſe.

And that to 
this ende, it map pleaſe thee to pow2e 
out thy graces vppon men , that they 
map be inſtructed and framed meete 
inſtrumentes fo2 the calling of all ſuch 
as thou haſt appoynted to be of thy 
Church, That theſe builders maybe 
cunning and expert. That theſe gar- 
diners may be wiſe®to plant and wa-
